form and reserving the right unto them-
selves and tho Republicans they represent-
ed to either accept or repudiate the plat-
form and the candidate alter full and fre
conference on cuch manner and at such
time as the party of the State of Montana
might assemble to confer and act. Mr.
Hartman felt that he could properly
walk out of the convention not
withstanding his representative ca-
pacity. No criticism was offer d
by any member of the delegation on his
actions, Maying or going out was regarded
as a matter of personal Judgment of the
more important question of ethics. Tho
live who remained would as a personal
matter have gone out. As representatives
of their State they felt as if they were
not authorized to leave the convention if
the convention would permit them to re-
serve the right to stand mute on this
question, while renouncing the platform
and reserving for the Republicans of the
State the right to net as they pleased.

side of Iowa and possibly Minnesota. Thegentlemen further believe that there will
not be a Republican elected south of the
Potomac and Ohio rivers. A member of
the Montana delegation suggested that
the battle ground would be in Illinois and
Indiana and that Illinois.

The nomination was immediately
made unanimous with enthuslatslc
speeches from I presentatlves of the op-
posing candlda; and there were the
usual felicitations. .

It turned out that he knew Tho-
reau very well, nnd that there was a great
deal of sympathy between tho two men.
This only goes to 6how, how broad thsympathies of Thoreau were.

It Is surprising how much time tre can
get for recreation if we will only systema-
tize our lives. I plan out my own life and
get time to do the things I do because I
utilize the hours which some people spend
in mere Idling. When I work, I work:
when I play. I play. I would rather rpend
the whole of three months' time nt my
business if necessary packing it all into
that space and then tako a threo months
outing in fishing, shooting, hunting, paint-
ing, digging in the garden and raising flo-
wersanything that would bring me out of
doors.

There is no place In the world where a
man can play as cheaply as he can In this
country. The enormous success of the bi-
cycle Is a cause for great congratulation.
I look upon it as a great moral a cent.
Young, people are getting a wonderful
amount of fresh air.-exercis- e and muscU
which will result in the making of a bet-
ter American race twenty or thirty years
from now. But they are doing more than
that: they are getting acquainted with
things they never dreamed of before th
charm of outdoor life, the beauty of spring.
winter and fall. They come in contact with
different civilizations, because, really. th
civilization of the Bronx or across the
river on the palisades the kind of people
within reach of a bicycle are as entirely,
different from the people that you meet on
Wall street as If you took a steamtr and
went abroad.

with British Guiana, advices from George-
town report, and have peremptorily pro-

hibited the progress of a British expedition
sent out, ostensibly, at least, to survey the
ground. On being threatened with force,
the British retired under protest.

LONDON, June 18. The Press Associa-
tion announces that there is reason to be
lieve that both the Colonial Office and the
Foreign Offlce have received official reports
of a Venezuelan incursion into the terri-
tory in dispute between Venezuela and
Rritish Guiana. '

In the House of Commons to-da- y the
Secretary of State for the Colonies, Mr.
Chamberlain, confirmed the report that
Venezuelan troops had entered the terri-
tory in dispute between Venezuela and
Rritish Guiana, and had Interfered with u
party of British surveyors who had asked
for the support of the colonial authorities.

China's Concession to Russia.

EIGHTEENTH-CENTUR- Y WOMEN

The Life of English Lndles a Century
or So A&o.

From New York Sun's Book Reviews.
In dealing with the position of women

during the latter half of the seventeenth
century, the author docs not fall to recog-
nize that what would be called society was
stamped with the manners of the court of
Charles JI. It was the reign of the senses.
Beauty was the road to greatness for wom-
en, and to beauty and wit all other quali
ties yielded. The great ladies who stand
out most prominently on the canvas of the
age are the royal favorites, the exquisite
frail beauties who dazzle the vision and
eclipse the womeji of sterner mold. Wom-
en forgot that they had any other role to
play but one, that of siren. Those who
had no power to captivate dropped Into
the background, were pushed aside and
forgotten. The greatest lady was she
whose charms drew tho largest number of
bidders. What she gloried in was the rank
and number of her lovers, and her ambi-
tion was to flaunt lier conquests in the
eyes of other women. Barbara Palmer,
Frances Stuart, Louise de Qucrouallle, to-- 1

gether with many others whose task was
tho subjugation of mart, represent the soci
ety of the restoration.

The lowered tone . of societv was. of-- - -- --

course, discernible everywhere, In the lit
erature, on the stage and in the habits f
the day. The coarse tastes of the upper
classes show that the standard of public
propriety was not at all commensurate
with the degree 'of enlightenment charac
teristic of the epoch. Lacking higher in-

tellectual interest, women in fashionable
life filled up their time with cards and
dice, and, if they read anything, it was ro
mances of very poor quality. This condi-
tion of things continued through the cen-
tury. The young women of fashion went
to cock fights, and John ISvelyn speaks of
great ladies suffering themselves to be
treated In taverns, "where a courtesan in
other cities would scarcely vouchsafe to be
entertained; but you will be more aston- -
lsnea wnen I tell you that thev drink their
crowned cups roundly, strain healthstnrougn tnetr smocks, dance after the fid-
dle, kiss freely, and deem it an honorable
treat." This, he goes on to say. was not
confined to the lower or more meretri
cious" circles, but was a common specta-
cle in good houses, where such sports were
me anernoon diversion, in 16C3 among therules laid down for the behavior of men
who were considered well bred are some
which would not now for a
club of factory hands, l or Instance: "ItIs not becoming a person of quality, when
in the company of ladies, to handle themroughly, to kiss them by surprise, to pull
off their hoods, to snatch away their hand-
kerchiefs, to rob them of their ribbons andput them in his hat, to force their lettersor books from them, to look Into their pa
pers, etc. iou must De very familiar to
use them at that rate. and. unless you be
so, nothing can be more Indecent or ren-
der you more odious."

The eighteenth centurv was full of arti
ficial sentiment. It disliked in women the
evidences of health and of a robust con
stitution or mind. Pursuits that are now
quite common and pass . without noticewere thought extravagantly fast. The ef- -
ieci on ordinary women was to make them
shallow and affected. They were nottaught to think; they were encouraged to
beiieve that appearances counted for ev-
erything, reality for nothing. As long as
the exterior was pleasing, it mattered not
what was beneath. Mary Astell, who, in
her youth, had been well educated, saw
cause to write in her old age: "When apoor young lady Is taught to value herself
on nothing but her clothes and to thlnK.
she's very fine when well accoutred: whensne near:! say that It Is wisdom enougrh
for her to know how to dress herself, that
she may become amiable in hU eyes to
whom it appertains to be knowing andlearned, who can blame her if she lay out
her industry and money on such accom-
plishments, and sometimes extends it fur
ther than her mirlnformer desires her to?"
She adds: "If, from our. infancy, we are
nursed upon ignorance and vanity; are
taught to Im? proud and petulant, delicate
and fantastic, humorous and inconstant,
'tis not strange that the S II effects of this
conduct appear In all the future actions of
our lives; that, therefore, women are un-
profitable to most and a plague and dis-
honor to some men. and not much to be
regretted on account of the men, because
it Is the product of their own folly in deny-
ing them the benefit of an ingenuous and
liberal education." The occasional flirta-
tion with literature and the coquetting
with accomplishments which passed for fe-
male education were shams like the pow-
dered pouffs of hair and the face washes.
It was, in truth, an age of sham, and
women were told in effect, if not In words,
that successful shamming was their' role
in life. They were to sh'm sensitiveness,
modesty, ignorance, anything and evcrv.
thing which it was deemed likely would
commend them to the perverted taste of
the day. The vaporish, hysterical, fainting
heroines of romance are only slightly col-
ored pictures of the reality. v

After the Stuart period was over social
life in England assumed a new form. The
circles of tho great ladles who came into
prominence In the eighteenth century,
partly through their wealth and dignity,
but more on account of thfir qualifications
as leaders of society, ecllped the clrcbs
gathered In royal palaces. These coteries
took the lead In all matters of fashion and
taste, having firwt acquired the correct tone
from Paris. It was in the second quarter
of the century that, according to IrdChefterflcld. the question of taste was al-
ways tippermost in polite circles. There
was certainly, however, u want of taste in
the language used by great ladies, whose
ppeech was often so course as not to iear
repetition. One day ttu; l)uHies of Mnrl-iKjrou- gh

called upon Iord Mansfield, the
I,ord Chancellor, Incognito. When the
clork went in to tho Chancellor to - an-
nounce his visitor be paid: "I could not
make out. tir, who she was. but sh swore
so dreadfullv that she. must Ik? n lady cf
quality." The substance of a lady's talk
was also open to censure. Impression
then In common U!e among women of fash-
ion would not be tolerated now in decent
society. In their intercourse with men. in-

deed, they were more restrained, at least
In writing, but the attitude of the scares
toward each other was one peculiar to the
age. There was so much affectation cf gal-
lantry on the p-- rt of the men and such a
want of straightforwardness on the part
of the women thai the whole tone of soci-
ety was thoroughly artificial. Between the
wits, statesmen and men of lcttf r on the
one ride and the great ladies of their ac-
quaintance on the other there was a
Pseudo-romant- ic kind of relation. The
elaborately framed protestations of devo-
tion to which wemen were generally quite
ready to listen belonged rathrr to feudal
romance than to real life. But th ro-
mance of the eighteenth century was tinct-
ured with th Fplrlt of banter, und both

THE DACOIT OF UPRMA1I.

Carious Methods of Robbers Who
Work in Illocks of Five.

St. James's Gazette.
Durmah Is one of tho countries that arechanging very fast, and one of tho things

that has changed in Rurmah is the dacoit.
Instead of livinj? together in bands in theJungle, dacolts are scattered through sep-
arate villages in the guise of peaceful culti-
vators. During the d?.y each man attendsto his paddy lields Just like his neighbors,
and It Is only at night that they meet to-
gether for the dispatch of their more Im-
portant .and lucrative business. Dacoity, as
defined. by law, is pimply robbery commit-
ted by a band of live men or more, and
it is Important only because of the Rur-man- 's

strong natural propensity toward it
and the greyt difficulties which his national
character placc3 in the way of its detec-
tion.

Perhaps the strange workings of the na-
tive character are best exhibited in the fol-
lowing case, which occurred recently. The
facts are vouched for by an English ofli-cia- l:

There was a band of five men who were
in the habit of practicing dacoity occasion-- ,

ally. Three of them came from the same
village not a common thing, as it makes
detection easier: the.fourtli from another
village, and as for the fifth, no man knows
where he came from, for reasons that wiltappear. One night these five men, armeft
with nothing byond their knives andspears, which are used for fishing in lower
Rurmah, entered a house, tied up the own-
er, and began plundering. Now, this house
was in a large village, containing not only
a population of some 1,400. but a police
post, with fifteen naive policemen armed
with Snklers. The alarm was given and
the house surrounded, nnd then there was
a pause. The robbers continued their workundisturbed within: the villagers some two
or three hundred able-bodie- d men, all moreor less armed sat around on the dam w hich
surrounds and protects every village In the
delta, looked down on the house and dis-
cussed the question: the police stood rathernearer the house and fired shots Into Itthrough the bamboo walls, hurtln? no one.
One solitary policeman, after a time, vol-
unteered to advance. He crept up quite
close to the house, and fired in through anopeitlng in the wall; then he went furtherand actually put his head and part of his
body through the hole, apparently to see
what execution he had done. One of thiroblers promptly pinned him to the ground
with a fish spear and kllid htm.

Hy this time they had completed theirpreparations, so they sallied forth, eachman with hi:? pack of plunder on his back.Though the house was surroundtd. thevaD- -
pear to have had no difficulty in making
their way through: oniy the police firedafter them with buckshot and hit threeor tnem in the back, not seriously wouhding them. Rut one of the band had the
misfortune to stumble and 'fall. Instantly
m cruwa rusneu u.iou ;:im ana hercre fi.j
could rise literally hacked him to nieces.
and so effectively that not the slightest
clew to bis Identity remained. He was ab-
solutely destroyed: no one knows even
what was his nationality. The other fourgot away.

Now comes ths sequel, which is. if dosslble, still more extraordinary--. Some days
after, a man in a neighboring village in- -
fcimed the thu-..yi- . or head man. that two
of the villagers, whom he named, had been
concerned in th- - late dacoity. The thugi
had them arrested promptly and they were
carried to headquarters for identification.

Nine boats, with a great quantity of am-
munition, had bten launched into a rough
sea and thirty-fiv- e members of the expedi-
tion prepared to land on the east coast.

all on the llermuda thes all capsized, be-
ing overloaded. The shouts for help of the
men were heartrending, but they had to

'be abandoned for the cruisers were fast
approaching, giving a heavy fire.
